DASTARDLY WORK. 


Miscreants - Wreck a 
Train on the New York 
Central. 


The Montreal Express Thrown 
From the Track Near 
Greenbush. 


Miraculous Escape of the Sixty or Mere 
‘Passengers in the Sleepers—Eails Placed 
im the Cattle Guard—Several Coaches 
and the Engine Thrown From the Track 
and Turned Bottom Side Up—Anether 
Attempt Made This Morning te Wreck 
a Passenger Train—Freight and Passen- 
ger Collision on the Delaware & Hud- 


son—A Curious Disaster—Fell From a 


Train—Casualties. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 5.—Last night about 12 
o’clock a successful attempt at train wrecking 
was made on the New York Central Railroad 
about four miles south of Greenbush, Luckily 
only one-half of the attempted train wrecking 
was successful and no loss of lite or serious 
injury resulted. The second section of the 
Montreal sleeper out of New York, due here 
at 11:80, consisting of an engine and eight 
sleepers filled with men, women and 
children was derailed, but barr- 
ing the shaking up of the passengers 
and the bruising of a half dozen or so, 
nothing more serious than the wrecking of 
the cars resulted. The news efthe wreck 
was brought here by Conductor McAuliffe and 
Mr. Max Leclere, correspondent ofa Paris 
journal, who walked all the way. A relief 
train was immediately dispatched to the 
scene, Om which was Supt. Bissell, Chief of 
Police Willard, three physicians and the As- 
sociated Press reporter. When the party ar- 
rived at the scene ofthe wreck the first 
thought was the giving of proper attention to 
injured passengers. The surprise mani- 
fested was only succeeded by the delight of 
Supt. Bissell when he learned that no one was 
killed nor was any one even seriously injured. 
The escape ofa large number from death was 
miraculous, and it was indeed a kind Provi- 
dence that looked after the safety of the pas- 
sengers on the ill-fated train. The train was 
twenty-five minutes late and running at thirty 
miles an hour atthis point, and when the 
engine struck the obstruction on the track it 
was lifted upwardsin the air and the whole 
train was 

THROWN FROM THE TRACK. 

The forward part of the engine was sus- 
pended in the air and it looked as though it 
would topple over into the ditch at any 
moment. The engineer and firemea both 
stuck to their posts. The first sleeper, con 
taining twenty-two passengers, slid down the 
embankment and came to a standstili on its 
side. None of the passengers in this car were 
injured outside of afew bruises. The second 
coach fared worse than any of the others, 
turning a complete somersault and landing in 
the ditch bottom side up. In this car was 
only one passenger, Mrs. Jenkinsof Brooklyn, 


the conductor and a porter. Mrs. Jenkins 
at first was thought to be seriously injured, 
but afterwards was found to be more frighten- 
ed than hurt. The third car was thrown 
directly across the ditch at rignt angles with 
the track and was at first taken for a bridge 
spanning theabyss. There were about eight 
passengers in this coach, making in all about 
thirty-one passengers who were ao fortunately 
saved from instant death. The other five 
sieepers did met leave the but 
were lying obliquely across the 
north bound track, while the fourth 
coach was suspended in the alr over the 
ditch, held in place by its coupling and the 
resistance offered dy the weight of the other 
three cars. Conductor Maurice McAuliffe was 
the rat to appear out of the forward cars. 

He thrust his arm through the window of his 
upturned car, and jumping out yelled to the

due shortly, amd he then started for this eity. 
Arrangements were made to signal the other 
trains which were due, amd the attention of 
the passengers in the other five cars was then 
given tothe rescue of the passengers in the 
ditched cars. Immediately heads ap- 
peared out of the windows which had 
been shattered and willing hands were at 
work bestowing help where veeded. When 
ailthe passengers had been taken out it was 
found that Mra. Jenkins was the only one 
who appeared te be lo any way in need of 
medical attention, she having received a se- 

vere blow on the head. Mrs. Atkinson, accom- 
panied dy her three children, all boys, who is 
said to live at Trenton, N. J., and who was in 
the fifth car, was prostrated by the shock 
and required the attention of the 
physician. A number of the passengers 
were cut and bruised by the shattered car 
windows in their endeavor to extricate them- 
selves from the cars. Supt. Bissell then made 
an investigation as to the cause ofthe wreck 
and he was red. aso at the results. He found

The result showed that the judgment of the 
fiends who placed the obstruction on the 
track was unerring and their purpose was 
successfully accomplished. Continuing his 
investigation, Mr. Bissell found a similar 
obstruction on the south-bound track a little 
below where the other obstruction had been 

laced on the north track. This confirmed 

r. Bisseli’s opinion that the wrecking was 
the result of deliberate plans laid by whom 
he knows not. He added that immediate 
efforts would be made and'‘no stone would be 
left unturned to discover the perpetrators of 
the dastardly outrage. The relief train, which 
left here at 1:40,then started back for the city, 
reaching here at4:10a.m. All the passengers 
were brought back on this train, and by 
actual count the Associated Press reporter 
ascertained that just sixty-three passengers 
had occupied the eight coaches.

Not only the Northern Central,“ said Capt, 
Robt.

TO PALESTINE, NOT AMERICA. 


The 1,000,000 Hebrews Whe Will Probably 
Leave Russia. 


From the Philadelphia Press. 

It was ascertained in this city that the 1,000,- 
000 Hebrews new abeutto leave Russia on ac- 
count ofthe enforcement ofthe edicts of 1882 
Will not come to America, as has been z 
pected, but that they will nearly all be sent to 
Palestine. In consequenee ef this determina- 
tion George Randorf, the agent in this city of 
the Baren de Hirsch fund, yesterday mailed 


100 letters to various societies in Russia, warn- 
ing the members thereof not to come to this 
country under ony circumstances unless they 
have money or friends here who would take 
care ot them. 

By this new exodus will the life-long dream 
ot Lord Oliphast, to gather all Hebrews to 
their fatherland, begin to be realized. 

According to the edict Hebrews must hence- 
forth reside in certain towns only. None will 
be permitted to own land or hire it for agri- 
cultural purposes. The order includes within 
its scope towns and hundreds of villages that 
have large Hebrew populations. They vill 
not be allowedto heid shares in-or work in 
The law limiting their residence te 
sixteen provinces will be enforeed. None will 
be allowed toe enter the army, to practice 
medicine or law, to be an engineer or to enter 
any ofthe other professions. They will also 
be debarred from holding posts under the 
government. Theenforcement of the edicts 
will probably result inthe expuision of over 
1,000,000 Hebrews from the country. 

Until now the general supposition bas been 
that the great majority ofthe 1,000,000 would 
emigrate to this country, but it is learned 
that for years planus have been under way to 
prepare for the move into Palestine. Ten 
months ago a meeting was held within the 
Ozar’s domimions by delegates representing 
Hebrews in thirty-six Russian cities. They 
considered for a long time what course should 
be pursued in case the edicts of 1882 were car- 
ried out, and a unanimous vote resuited in the 
choice of Palestine as their future home. 

It issaid that Baron Rothschild is exceed- 
ingly anxiouste promete the plan, and that 
he himself is taking active interest in provid- 
ing immense vineyards to furnish employ- 
ment for the expected host. Reports have 
been sent out from time to time teiling of the 
distressing poverty ef the great massof He- 
brews in the United States, urging those in 
Kussia not to select this ceuntry as their 
future habitation. 

The agents of the Baron de Hirsch trust fund 
have been very anxious ia regard to this mat- 

or, fearing lest those abroad.expect aid from 
he trust. This Cannet be given, for one pur- 
se of the fund is te discourage immigration 
ither. Theletters which were mailed yes- 
terday were inclosed in envelopes of all sizes, 
shapes and colors, and the stamps and ad- 
dresses were nearly ail placed differently, so 
as to avoid exciting the suspicions ef Russian 
censors. 

Mr. Kandorf does not anticipate much ia- 
crease in the immigration of Russian Hebrews 
so this country because of the enforcement of 
the edicts of 1882, but the secieties here are 
preparing fer a crush should it come. The 
three colonies in New Jersey—Allian, Rosen- 
hayn and Oarmel—are in a fairly prosperous 
condition. It is propesed to use a portion of 
the De Hirsh fund in erecting great factories 
in those towns in order to provide employ- 
ment for these who may come hither 
from Russia instead ef going to Pales- 
tine. This plan is new held under eonsidera- 
tion by a committee connected with the De 
Hirsch trust. The werk of the latter is at 

resent suspended, owing to a temporary 

ack of funds. The Hebrew Chariti Asao- 

clation of this city last year expend in the 
cause of immigration about $25,000, and a 
larger sum will probably be needed this year. 
They find the present tide of Hebrew immi- 
gration almost too great te hai.dle. | 

The only o tion. made to the Palestine 
plan is afear thatthe Sultan of Turkey may 
not wish 1,000,000 of the ‘Czar’s subjects to 
settle in his deminiens. But their present 
condition is so unfavorable and the prospects 
of lite in Palestine are so bright that every 
effort will be made by the Hebrews, and, pre- 
sumably by the Russian Government, te con- 
vince the Sublime Porte of the wisdom ef al- 
lewing the wholesale immigration.

A Yorkshire Legend. 


From London Edition New York Herald. 

A curious lesend, which has a certain like- 
ness to the Biblical account of the destruction 
of Sodom and Gomorrah, attaches to the 
beautiful tarn of simmer water at the head of 


Wensleydale in Yorkshire. Once upon a 
time, orto be more exact, previous to the 
year A. D. 0, tLe tarn was dut a tiny burn, 
and where its biue waters now reach 
stoed a large and wealthy city. 
To this city, one stormy winter's night, 
came an angel in the form 
of an aged wayfarer, hungry and footsore, 
All through its streets he begged for food and 
shelter, but found arude repuise at every 
door, till at last he passed through the gates 
again and proceeded dewa the vale. A little 
way along there stood a tiny hut, the home of 
an aged couple too poor te take up their resi- 
dence in the city, The pitiful condition of the 
wayfarer moved their hearts with compassion 
and they gave him of their meagre store and 
bade him restawhile beneath their roof. In 
the morning ere he left he gave them his ben- 
ison, but turning to the froward city uttered 
this malediction : 
Simmer-water rise, simmer-water sink, o 
And ewailow all the town but this lisie house, 
Where they gave me bread and cheese and summat 
to drink. 
No sooner was the sentence pronounced than 
it was executed. The earth made a hissing 
nolse, the stream overfiowed its bounds and 
the city was no more. Even at this day, after 
the lapse of eighteen centuries, when sailing 
on the tarn, you may, with the exercise of a 
lively faith, still see the tops of the chimneys 
and the reofs of the houses many fathoms be- 
iow.

A THOUSAND BUSHELS DUMPED INTO CA-

A Railread Accidentin East St. Louis That 
Might Have Been Sericus—‘uit fer Di- 
vorce—Curious Theft at Wellsville—News 
and Gossip From the Other Side ef the 
Bridge.

How the College Was Operated in Its In- 
fancy. 


I have said that it requires no great stretch 
ofthe imagination to reeall mentally an ap- 
proximate picture ofthe lost bullding, which 
for a little over a third of a century was 
known as Harvard College, says Andrew Me- 
Farland Davis in the Atlantic Monthly. Hew- 
ever rude the building and however uncom- 
fortabie it may have been, still it was a 


college building, eontaining dorm!- 
tories, life in which must 
have yielded to the students many exper!- 
ences which characterize student life to-day. 
If we should undertake to recall the scene of 
the adjustment of accounts between the stew- 
ard and the student, the task would be much 
more difficult. The wildest fancy could not 
conceive of the Treasurer of Harvard College 
receivin his ay to-day in live _cuttie 
and sheep; mn grain, malt and * 
ples; in beef, and bacon; is 
sugar and salt; wool and sack- 
ing. The adjustment of the value of an eld 
cow, and the settlement of the allowance 
for her hide“ and for ‘‘her suet and ber in- 
wards,’’ would hardly be considered withia 
the range of the duties of the financial officer 
of an institution of learning. Onarges for 
sending twice for same cow might perhaps be 
regarded as reasonable, but it would be 
difficult to justify a charge fer pastur- 
age while the animal was awaiting 
We can understand how the cel- 
lege might to-day make use of cattle, of grain. 
of sugar, and of suet; asd we know the use 
which in these days they made of the mait and 
the ruulets of s ack whicn igure as credits in 
the steward’s accounts; but what could they 
have done with l4s 6d worth of rose- water? or 
with a sword valued at 8 6d? How many ac- 
countants would it take to keep track 
of the student’s bills, if the college 
assumed such personal charges as 
these for cutting hair, and for mak- 
ing and mending clothes and shees? Yet 
these charges and credits figurein the stew- 
ard’s account - book, and bring before our eyes 
more vividly the evils endured by the Infant 
colony, through lack of circulating medium, 
than does the attempt of the General Court to 
supply the deficiency by making wampam- 
peag a legal tender, ‘‘the white eight toa 
penny, the black at four, so as they be entire 
without breaches or deforming spots. They 
mark more distinctly the difference between 
student life then and now than would any 
comparison between the modern buildings 
and the one which isthe subject of this ar- 
ticle. 

Tt has been already stated as probable that 
timber which was standing on the stump when 
the first college buliding was begun entered 
into ite construction. Of course, a building 
do constructed could not last long. and we 
can readily believe that Dunster ke the 
truth when, in his petition to the Ind Com- 
missioners in 1649, he said, ‘‘Seventhiy, see- 
ina the first evil contrivall of the college 
building, there new ensues yearly decaye of 
the rooff, walis and foundation, whieh the 
study rents will not carry ferth to repaire,’’ 
From that time forth until 1677, when a por- 
tion of it fell * — as co its con- 
dition are frequently encounte 

Habbard, writing in 1679, merely refers to the 
building in the past tense. Cotton Mather, a 
quarter of a century later. finds nothing 
worth saying about it exceptthat it bore the 
gare name as the new building.

The Law Under Which the Inquiry Is 80 
licited—The Meeting Last Nigut— Bro. 
Bolton's Appeal fer Money Meets With 
Quite a Libera} Response—Dr, Dalton of 
the City Hespital Gives an Opinien. 


Judge Gabriel Woerner of the Probate Court 
returned home last night, but he did not visit 
the Court room this morning so nothing was 
done in the matter of the application 
of Dre. Adams and “Diller for a 
jury lunatico de inquirendo in the 
case of Mra. Woodworth. The application 
will be considered by Judge Woerner, how- 
evér, without delay, though it may be a day 
ortwo before the order for the inquiry is 
made or refused. The Judge will not pro- 
ceed in the matter until he has had a personal 
interview with Drs. Adams and Diller. As 
careful as that venerable jurist always 
is, he wil be even more  cat- 
tious on this case because of ite 
very peculiar mature, Usually applications 
of this character are made by relatives or near 
friends of some unfortunate person in private 
life, and even then great care is exercised be- 
fore the sanity of anyone is subjected toa 
legal doubt. The presentment of a person in 
publie life is something novel af least and 
Judge Woerner will approach it with care. 
If he decides to issue the order Mrs. Wood- 
worth Will be notified, and she will then have 
five days in whieh to prepare her case for 
trial, so the hearing will not take place before 
the latter part of next week, and it may be 
laid over until the following week. 

THB LAW OF INQUIRY. 

The law under which the proceedings have 
been begun is very explicit. Sec. 5,613, Re- 
vised Statutes, provides for allsuch inquiries, 
and says: If information in writing de given 
to the Probate Court that any person in ite 
county isan idiot, lunatic or person of un- 
sound mind, and incapabieée of managing his 
affairs, and praying that an inquiry thereinto 
be had, the court, if satisfied that there is 


good cause for the exercise of its jurisdiction, 
1 the fact to be inquired into by a 
ary. 

The matter is therefore in the discretion of 
the court, which is a provision against the 
continual ery of **motive! motive!“ in all 
such cases, for while anyone 10 at liberty to 
present suggestions to the court, the court 
may say whether an investigation shall be 
held. Judge Woerrer wiilof course exercise 
this discretion, and if he orders the inquiry it 
will be a sufficient answer to all questions of 
justification and motive. 

» Ahother section gi ides that the alleged in- 
sane person shall be given five days’ notice, 
or the court shall spread upou ite minutes the 
reasons why such notice was not gives. itis 
the invariable custom to give the noticé un- 
less the insane person is a raving 
maniac or bis reason is so entirely de- 
throned thatjne is incapable of understanding. 

There are two other sections, which, in view 
of the question of motive, it is well to under- 
stand. - Sec. 5,518 says: 

„Wen auy person shall be found to be in- 
sane, according to thé preceding provisions, 
the cost of the proceedings shail be paid out 
of his estate, or, if that be insufficient, by the 
county. 

Sec. 5,519 says: It the person alleged 
to be insane shall be discharged the cost shall 
be paid by the person at whose instance the 
proceeding id had unless said person be an 
officer acting officially according tothe pro- 
visions of this chapter, in which case the 
costs shail be paid 7 the county. 

Drs. Adams and Diller, therefore, are not 
acting with responsibility, for if the investi- 
gation takes place and Mra. Woodworth is 
declared to be a person of sound mind they 
will have costs to the amount of several hun- 
dred dollars, perhaps, to pay. 

LAST NIGHT’S MEETING. 

The usual meeting, was held at the tent last 
night, but the routine was varied somewhat by 
un appeal which Rev. Mr. Bolton made for 
money. He began the appeal by saying that 
he made it of his own motion and not at the 
request of Mrs. Woodworth, On the contrary, 
when he informed her that he intended ask- 
ing for money she opposed it, and it was with 
dificulty that he persuaded ber to consent 
to ft. She had been working there for five 
months and the collection during that time he 
said, only amounted to $75. He wanted the 
congregation to understand that the people 
whe do the work of the Lord have to eat just 
as other people do, and if anybody supposed 
that they hadn’t been eating regularly 
they were mistaken. Mrs. Woodworth was 
not working for money, he said, 
but for the Lord, She was not like the minis- 
ters of churches Who will not preach unless 
they get big salaries. She didn’t take summer 
vacations and draw asalary all the time she 
was away, and she did not stay idly at home 
while there Was work to do forthe Lord. She 
was in the tent every Gay working, carrying 
on the meetings and trying to 
save souls. Yet there was not a minister in 
the city whose Coliections were less than $500 
a week, yet Mrs. Woodworth had not raised 
but $75 in all the time she had been there. The 
people in California had not treated her as 
these in St. Louis bad, They gave her 
the teat which cost 51,00 and money 
to iive on. He did not suppose that the 
people of this city wanted it said 
that they sent Mrs. Woodworth away 
without money enough to live on, 
or that they wanted her to paythe expenses 
of the meetings out of her own pocket. Many 
good people had come to her and said they 
hoped she would continue this good work, but 
they didn’t bring any money with them and 
the work could not on on Without mpney. 

Someone in the au@ience cried out, I 
thought the Lord supperted her.’’ 

Mr. Bolten’s remarks frequently elicited 
comment from the audience, but he paid no 
attention to what was said. 

He proeeeded with his call for money. 

„There is money in this congregation, and 
I know it,’’ he said, and I want some of 
those who want to see this work ge on to con- 
tribute. These who will give a $10 bill, send 
It right up. Just pass it up; don’t be back- 
ward. It won't stop anywhere; it will go 
right to Mrs. Woodweorth,’’ 

“Where did you get your nerve?’’ came 
from several parts of the audience, and the 
unmannerly ones laughed and were noisy. 

„Come on, now, those who wiil give $10, 
send it up, said Mr. Bolton. Ik now some 
people don’t bring their pocket books here, 
because we have a pretty rough crowd at the 
meetings and they are afraid, but it they wilt 
write their names and addresses on a piece of 
paper and give itto the ushers we will collect 
18. 


Nobody responded, and Mr. Bolton said: 
„Well, those who have Vs to give Mra; Wood- 
worth, give them to the usbers. The ushers 
won't keep them. Don’t be backward. We 
have to have money to cafry on this work and 
we have to eat just like other people.’’ 

Three $6 bills were handed the ushers and 
Mr. Boltob thanked the givers, and when it 
was apparent that the Vs were all in Mr. Bol- 
ton called for the dollars. A number of them 
went up and the baskets were 
then passed around for the small 
changé.

She did not look as 
though the imminent duel in France between 
the Marquis de Leuville anda reporter of Gil 
Bias had worried her very much, but when the 
subject was broached the expression of her 
face changed.

When I picked it up from the 
floor, strangély enough, not a plécé of glass 
fell from the frame. looked at it closely. 
It had deen broken in the center and the 
cracks extended in every direction ovér the 
surface.

In resposse to another question she said: 
It ig quite true that I cabled the Marquis not 
to fight. I have been thinking what ought 
to do. Undoubtédly a word from me would 
have stopped the duel, but, you see, when I 
read when it was to take place it probably 
was already over, s what couid 1 do?’’ 

She feit certain, she said, that if the duel 
had not been tought it surely would be. She 
piaced implicit confidence in the stery of Miss 
Back, the Marquis“ houséheeper. 

‘(She and her fam!! ,’’ she said, „have been 
in the employ of the ls or his father for 
many years, and I oe lieve her as quick- 
ly as any one 1 know of. Her deseriptlen of 
his room and his pistol practice conviness me

Mrs. Leslie smiled réminiscéntiy and went 
on: He's been in so many duels, you know.

HOW WILLIAM STROP CAME TO BE IN- 
FOBMED OF nis OWN DEATH. 


A Bogus Telegram Causes a Lady to 
Travel From St. Joseph to 8t Louis to 
Arrange for the Interment of Her Son, 
Who She Finds in Excellent Health— 
Other Complications. 


ILLIAM STROP is not 
dead, though his relatives 
and friends have mourn- 
ed his untimely decease 
and even gone so far as 
to raise money to previde 
for his interment. The 
projected funeral will not 
take place, but if Mr. 
Strop meets the very 
funny man who started 
the rumor which led to 
its contemplation, the 
services of an undertaker 
may very probably be re- 
quisitioned. No man 
likes to be told in black and white that 
he is dead, and as Mr. Strop has 
gone through that ordeal he is to 
be pardonea for entertaining feelings 
not of the most friendly character towards 
the practical joker, who, besides annoying 
him, has caused his relatives much pain. 
The facts of the case are very simple and show 
how much harm an uncontrolled idiot can do 
to bis fellow creatures. William Strop is a 
bricklayer by occupation and is well up in 
his business. Heisa union man and con- 
nected with a labor organization at 8. 
Joseph, where he formerly resided with his 
mother and sister, and where his orother 
John also lives and works. Attracted by 
the boom in the building trade 
William came on to St. Louis, 
where he easily procured remunerative 
employment. He engaged a room at 1808 
Olive street and conducted himself in every 
Way asarespectable citizen and certainly as 
alive man in both senses of the term. He is 
not to be found at his rooms or at his work 
to-day, however, for he has gone over to St. 
Joseph to straighten out some very peculiar 


complications which have resulted from a 

practical joke played by an individual who 

signed his name as C. W. Davis. 4 
— REMARKABLE LETTER. 

Mr. Strop’s first intimation that he was 
dead came in this wise. Yesterday morning 
a letter came to his boarding- house addressed 
C. W. Davis. No one one of that name is 
known at 1808 Olive street, and the letter 
would have been returned to the postman, 
but for tbe instruction in the left hand top 
corner of the enveiope for the return of the 
missive to John Strop, St. Joseph, Mo., in 
the event of non-delivery in the ordinary 
course. The letter with this clew was 
banded to Wiillam Strop, who, after think- 
ing the matter over, decided upon opening it, 
thinking a mistake had been made in the ad- 
dressee’s name, while the biack border on 
the envelope led him to fear that some rela- 
tive or friend at St. Joe had crossed the river. 

His feelings on reading the letter can be 
better imagined than described, for it con- 
tained feeling references to his own death, 
and was in fact a letter thanking the mysteri- 
ous Mr. Davis for his promptness in notifying 
the writer of my brother Wiliiam’s death. 
William read the opeming sentences twice, 
pinched himself to make sure he was 
awake, and then turning to his room-mate 
caused that gentleman to entertain doubts as 
to his sanity by asking if he leoked like a man 
who had died the preceding day. The answer 
was not reassuring,and but for the undoubted 
provocation might have led to strained re- 
lations between the two men who have always 
been the best of friends. All doubt as to the 
faith of the writer was set aside by the con- 
clusion of the letter which announced that 
William Strop’s mother and sister were 
starting for St. Louis to make arrangements 
for the funeral. 

A GLAD SURPRISE. 

Mr. Strop had very :ittle time for delibera- 
tion as to what steps to take to reassure his 
weeping relatives, and let them know that 
his funeral must be declared ‘‘off’’ for the 
very best reasons that he had not died and 
had no thought of dying. His mother and 
sister had started not long after the letter 
and soon made their appearance at 1808 Olive 
street. They were dressed in mourning attire 
and had evidentiy had a very miserable jour- 
ney across the State. On seeing 
her son, who she supposed to be dead, 
alive and well, Mrs. Strop nearly falnted, aad 
if the jokist could have seen the lady he 
would probably have regretted the success of 
his own contemptible joke. But joy seldom 
kilis or inflicts prolonged pain, and the good 
lady’s happiness was so great that she soon 
recovered, and congratulations andexplana- 
tions were in order. 

By this time Mr. Strop was pretty well con- 
vinoced that there had been no misunderstand- 
ing, but rather that a ridiculous hoax had 
been played on his St. Joe relatives. But he 
was scarcely prepared for the story his mother 
had to tell him. It was this: A telegram was 
received from St. Louls signed C. W. Davis, 
announcing tersely, but with sufficient detail 
to give it the appearance of truth, that 
William Strop of 1808 Olive street, St. Louls, 
was dead. A family council was at once held 
and it was decided that the mother and sister 
should come on to St. Louis and arrange for 
the funeral. There did not happen tobe 
much money inthe house and application 
was accordingly made to the officials of the 
union with which William was connected, for 
funds. It was explained that the deceased, or 
rather the alleged deceased was not well 
knewn in St. Louis and that there might be 
difficulty in securing the necessary credit for 
the funeral. Accordingly, $50 was advanced 
and the ladies came on. 

They have now returned home accompanied 
by the reported-to-be-dead William, who has 
gone to straighten out matters with the Union. 
His character is too good to admit of any sus- 
picion of fraud, but drawing funds from a 
union to bury a man who is neither dead nor 
dying is scarceiy a regular proceeding and 
Mr. Strep realizes that explanations are in 
order. On his return to St. Louis he will put 
in a little time in hunting up the man who bas 
caused all the trouble, and if that man is wise 
he will lose no time in shaking the dust of the 
city off bis fect and getting beyond the reach 
of William’s just wrath and displeasure.

PENSION PAYMENTS. 


THE OUTLAY RFQUIRED BY THE NEW 
-. * YORK DISTRICT. 


Recipients of Uncle Sam's Bounty Waiting 
at the Pension Office Deors All Night— 
The Amount Paid Mrs. Grant and Gea, 
Aaseeck's Widow—A Blind Veterau 
Raised From Poverty to Affluence. 


New To, Sept. 5.—Pension payments 
each three months of the year is an interest- 
ing event. Itrequiresan outlay of $1,700,000 
every quarter, or nearly $8,000,000a year, in 
the New York district alone. The sidewalk 
infront of the big white stone building on 
Canal street, below West Broadway, was 
thronged all night Wednesday by old and 
middle-aged men and womer, who were 
anxious to be among the earliest re- 
cipients of their pensions, and when United 
States Pension Agent Col. E. O. Love - 
land and Chief Clerk C. L. Huckel arrived 
at 6:30 o’ clock a.m. yesterday the police were 
compelled to force a passage for them 
through a densely” packed crowd of 600 per- 
sons. To the customary force of fifteen 
clerks an equal number of special clerks was 
added for the day, and before the closing 
hourin the afternoon fully 2,500 pensioners 
bad received their checks, and about $30,000 
had been paid out. The two oldest pensioners 
on the New York list are Gens. Tupper and 
Dalley, veterans of 1812; both are nonogen- 
arians. Mrs. Grant draws a pension 
of $5,000 a year; Gen. Hancock’s widow 
receives her papers for a similar amount, 
while Gen. James B. Fry and Gen. Fitzjohn 
Porter are content with Sa month as veter- 
ans of the Mexican war. Two very large 
checks were paid out within a few days to 
blind men whose sight was destroyed asa 
result of exposure and injuries during the 
civil war, and, singularly, each of them was 
lifted from absolute poverty to comparative 
comfort by the long delayed, but none the 
less welcome, bounty of the United States 
Government. 

A BIG CHECK. 

John Niedinger became a subject for a pen- 
sion underthe act of 1879, and for eleven long 
years watched and waited for 
the money that was due to 
him. Meanwhile he became impoverished 
and dependent upon his wife and two children 
for support. Afew years ago, according to 
the story he told Col. Loveland, his family 
turned him edrift and he was forced to apply 
to Supt. Blake of the Department of Outdoor 
Poor for support. He was sent tothe Alms 
House on Bilackwell’s Island. His oft re- 
peated observation that he was in dally ex- 
pectation of receiving a fortune from the Pen- 
sion Bureau at Washington was regarded by 
his keepers and associates asa hallucination, 
but to please the old man, who has 


reached three score years, his address was 
forwarded to Col. Loveiand. Early in the 
present week the long-dreamed of letter ar- 
rived on Biackwell’s Island, bearing the 
printed stamp, in the upper Tight band cor- 
ner, of the pension office, and when opened 
and read by the keepers they were surprised 
to learn that a check for $7.066.87 awaited a 

roper identifieation of the old blind pauper. 
Zu Saturday afterneon Neidinger, accom- 
panied by two keepers from the Alms House, 
was led into the Pension Bureau. Col, Love- 
land said te bim: 

My good man I cannot pay this large sum 
of money to youon this idertification. You 
must bring your wife and children, if you 
have any, ora couple of citizens who have 
known you for a long time,and then you shall 
have your money. 5 

The old man trembled with emotion, and 
tears started from his sightless eyes as he told 
the Colonel how his family had deserted him 
and left him to become a pauper in the city’s 
alms house, but his good luck revived his at- 
fection for his son, daughter and wife, and he 
left the building to grope his way in search of 
them. On Monday the reunited family pre- 
sented themselves and the big check was 
given to the old man. 

HARRY CHAPMAN’S GOOD FORTUNE. 

A few days before this case there arrived 
from Washington a check for $15,383, payable 
to the order of Harry Chapman, also a biind 
man, whose pension bad finally been ap- 
proved, after ten years of red tape. Chapman 
was found in a dingy cellar. up town where he 
had been ermitted to exist through the 
bounty of a bill poster. His bed had been 
bundles of old paper, and nis meals consisted 
of bread and water, with an occasional free 
lunth when treated to a glass of beer 
in a saloon. Last week the letter carrier 
trudged down the steps into the bill poster’s 
eceliar and called for Harry Chapman. The 
blind man received the letter in his trembling 
hands and handed it to his benefactor to read. 
It brought the glad tidings that acheck for 
over $15,000, tbe largest ever paid out in the 
Penaien Department in this 8 awaited 
him. The bill poster led him before Col. 
Loveland and deciared his willingness to iden- 
tify the sightiess man who so suddenly had 
been lifte from peverty to comparative 
wealth. Delicately as he could, the pension 
age nt intimated that a more 
sutisfactory identification was necessary con- 
sidering the large payment he was called 
upon to make. Learning that Chapman was 

ostin Newark,

PETER CANNON, THE SCOTCH RUNNER WHO 
Is TO VISIT AMERICA.

St. Louis and Léuisville Both Win at Base 
* Ball—Tristan ‘Beats Raceland and the 
Record—British and American Tennis 
Players Compared by an Englishman— 
Sporting News of all Kinds. 


RAPID and seemingly 

tireless runner is the 

Scotch athlete Peter 

Cannon, who recently 

crossed the big pond 

to try and show Amer- 

icans a thing or two 

about running. Can- 

nom was born in the 

city of Sterling, Jan. 

14, 1857, and measures 

5 feet 8 inches from 

the top of his head to 

the soles of his feet. 

In condition his 

weight is 146 pounds. 

His first public ap- 

pearance as a sprinter 

was near Manchester, 

England. in Septem- 

ber, 1885, where he met and easily defeated 

William Cummings. As Cannon was compar- 

atively unknown Cummings was handicapped 

200 yards in the race of four miles, but Cannon 
won by 250 yards in 19m. 268. 

In a six miles handicap at the same place 
the following year Con was placed at the 
110 yard mark, and won in 30m. 461-5., de- 
feating W. Snook 400 yards, T. Arthur 310 
yards, and the remainder of the field. 
In September, 1886, Cannen won a two 
mile handicap at the Manchester exhibi- 
tion, defeating Newton, of Dundee, 150 
yards start, in 19m. hes. On May 14, 1883, 
Cannon broke the famous and long standing 
three-milp record of Jack White at Govan by 
defeating Hurter, who was given a start by 
850 yards, im 14m. 1942s. He came within a 
second ofdowning Bill Lang’s old record of 
m. lites. In a two-mile sweepstakes race 
with W. G. George on July 2, and carried off 
the prize of $300 by a lead of as many yards. 
Harlier in 1888 he again met Wm. Cummings in 
a mile handicap for the Lewis challenge cup. 
Both went from the scratch and Cannon 
came in second. The winner’s time was 4m. 
28148. 

On Aug. 4, 1888, Cannon won a mile race from 
the scratch, leaving McDermott, Smith and 
Young in the rear. At the Luss Highiand 
gathering two weeks later he captured a two 
mile handicap from the scratch, defeating 
Smith 300 yards and Ferguson 135 yards. Un 
the same day he also won a mile handicap. 
At the professional sports at the Glasgow ex- 
hibition, Nov. 3, he won a four-mile handicap 
im 19m. 401-58. ‘On Jau. 2, 1889, Cannon made 


an ineffectual attempt to lower the five and 
six-mile records, but the track was heavy and 
the breeze strong, and his time for six miles, 
30m. 178., was 278. slower than Jack W bite’s 
old time forthe same distance. Cannoh an- 
mounces his readiness to run any man in 
America a serics of races at different dis- 
1 or single races at from one to five 
m es. 


English and American Players. 


Henry Grove, the famous English tennis 
player, who is now on a visit to this country 
for his health, witnessed the recent tourna- 
ments at Nahant and Newport. Speaking toa 


Bosten Herald reporter about the tennis 
players of this country and England he said: 
J think the players in England are ahead of 
those in America. I should think the players 
in the Nahant tournament rank after the sixth 
or seventh best man on the other side; but, of 
course, I have no way of judging other than 
Dy what I saw of the playing of Mr. R. 8. 

Sears when he was in England. He and Dr. 
Dwight were then far ahead of the other play- 
ers in America. The Englishmen, as a rule, 
hit the ball harder and place better than you 
do in America. The big players over there are 
older, as a rule, than they are here, At his 
best 1 should back Ernest Renshaw against 
Hamilton at his best. I believe that there are 
half a dozen amateurs in Englaud and Ireland 
who are better than Geerge Kerr, the profes- 
sional champion of the worid. Pim, the Irish 
boy who with Steker won the doubles cham- 
pionship at Wimbledon, is one of the youngest 
of the good players over there. He is about 
20, while Slecum is about 32. The Renshaws 
have not gone out of the game. Chaylor is 
one of the best players in England. He beat 
Bariew and Lewis in the recent Queen's Club 
tournament. I don’t kuow that any of the 
Englishmen or Irishmen intend to come to 
this country to compete in your tournaments 
here. I heard something about Goodbody in- 
tending to come to Americafor the champion- 
ship teurnament, butI don’t know that Le is 
coming.

THE TERRIBLE MAFIA. 


Dominico Galutchi, the Latest Victim of the 
Italiana Organization. 


New YORK, Sept. 5.—Dominico Galutchi, a 
poor Italian living on Mulberry street, is the 
latest victim of véngeance of the hated secret 
Italian organization known asthe Mafia. The 
society, for some unknown reason, issued a 
decree that Galutchi should die and named 
Wednesday night asthe time for putting a 
period to his earthiy career. Un- 


mindful of impending doom, 
Galuichi moved around among the 
Italians in Mulberry ‘‘Bend’’ as tree and easy 
as usual, Early yesterday morning he stood 
alone in front of No. 40. A man approached 
stealthily from an alleyway. There was a 
moment’s hesitation, then the bright shining 
blade of a stiletto flashed in the moonlight. 
Galutchi fell to the sidewalk stabbed three 
times inthe neck. The assailant escaped but 
Wus subdsequestiy arrested. Galutchi spent 
most of Wednesday night in Antonio Chila- 
dano’s restaurant in the basement of No. 40 
Mulberry street. It is a miserabie hole and is 
frequented by some disreputable people, 
Chiladano left the place early in the evening 
in charge of ‘‘Tony’’ Martino, a boy. Galut- 
chi remained in the place until about 11 
o clock and then went across the street to 
No. 87 to play a game of cards with some 
friends. o had only been playing a few mo- 
ments when a stranger came into the room 
and as od whether Gaiutchi was present, 

„Tes, eaid Galutchi, ‘‘I am the man. 

‘All right, ** said the stranger, „there isa 
man outside waiting for you. 

Galutohl immediately started for the street. 
He passed throngh agumber of winding hall 
ways out into the rear and themce into the 
street. There his companion disappeared 
and he walked across the street, thinking he 
might find seme explanation of the man’s 
sudden disappearance. He stood in front vf 
No. 40—the restaurant of Chiladano. The 
light in the neighboring lamp post flickered 
dimly. Not to be seen. 
All Galuteohi heard some 
one approach and he 
turned guickly and recognized Chiladano 
as he stood with his stilettoover his head. 
Then the knife was plunged into bis neck and 
he fellte the ground. The moment the mur- 
derous assault was committed Chiladano 
rushed to his room over bis restaurant and 
tumbled inte bed. In hie mad haste to get 
away he knocked over a barrel aud made a 
loud noise. bey Martino rushed up from 
the basement justin time to see the figure of 
Chiladano hasten into a doorway leading to 
his apartments.

SCIENTIFIC EXPLORERS. 


WHAT THE LUMHOLZ FXPEDITION TO 
ARIZONA WILL INVESTIGATE. 


Great Interest Felt in the Examinatieon of 
the Ruins of the Villages of the Arizena 
and Mexican Cliff Dweliers—A Field That 
Bas Received Little Attention—Navajoe 
and Pueblo Villages. 


HE explorations in 
New Mexico, Arizona 
and Northwestern 
Mexico that are to 
be commenced by 
Prof. Car! Lumholz, 
assisted by a num- 
ber of Philadelphia 
and New York scien- 
tists, will de watched 
with great interest 
by those who have 
given the matter 
careful but not ex- 
haustive study,’’ said A. R. Armington of 
Santa Fe N. M., who is visiting friends in this 
city. In New Mexico there is not much 
room forexploration proper, as the country 
has been thoroughly explored, but in Arizona 
the case is entirely differenz. 
ARIZONA RUINS. 

Only a part of the Territory bas been at all 
thoroughly explored, and scientific men have 
shown a strange apathy in regard to the many 
ancient towns that can be found within its 
limits, and of which very little, indeed, is 
known. The same is true of Northwestern 
Mexico th a stili greater degree. The villages 
of the cliff-dwellers in Arizona are 
probably the most ancient ruins on the 
American Continent, and are al! that is left to 
tell of a civilization that was immensely in 
advance of anything ever done by the Indians 
and of whieh scarcely anything is known. 
Seven years ago I visited a village on the 
Lower Gila, and endeavored to make a study 
of it, but our party did not have time to ac- 
complieh anything of moment. The village 
that we examined was situated onthe side of 
asteep canon, and wehadthe greatest dif- 
ficulty in reaching it as the cliff was nearly 
perpendicular, The dwellings were caves, 
enlarged to a wonderful extent, and there 
were many relics of their former tenants 
found, consisting mainly of fragments 
of pottery handsomely decorated, obsiaian 


axes, tools of stone and copper, and flint and 
quartz spear and arrow-heads. The caves 
must have deen reached by ladders, which 
could be hauied up on the approach ot dan- 
ger, as there were no Mhdications anywhere of 
stairways. 
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AN UNEXPLORED FIELD. 


When the ladders were drawn up the place. 


must have been impregnable. Aa far as Ihave 
been able to ascértain there are nine such 
villages in Arizona, the locality of which is 
known, and there are probably many more 
that have not bees discovered, as they seem 
to be located in places that offer nothing to 
either the miner or thé stock-raisers, and, 
therefore, in sections that have never been 
explored. About the Mexican ruins still tess 
is known, but it is certain that there are at 
least a dozén in Sonora alone. When the ex- 
pedition is ready to start valuable information 
will be furnished by citizens of Santa Fe, who 
have taken great interestinthe matter. Our 
New Mexican ruins do not offer so wide a field 
for the acientist, but may be sere of 
more practivai results, as the scendants of 
those who inhabited the towns, of which 
nothing but the indications of the walis re- 
main, are still living in the territory, who 
retain many of their customs and traditions. 
NAVAJOES AND PUEBLOS. 

„The Navajoes are an instance of this. Al- 
thougn they have distinctly deteriorated since 
they pave been brought into coutact with the 
whites, the? are entirely different from any 
other Indians on the continent. They ap- 
proach the Pueblos mare closely than 4 
others, but are acknowledged by all te be 
far noblor race, and to be entirely distinet. 
In their Villages relics are occasionally found 
that are similar to those discovered in the 
caves of the ociliff dwellers, and 
within the present century some 
of them lived in situations and 
in a manner that bore quite a close resem- 
blance to the mode of life of the cliff dwellers 
of Arizona. Scarcely anything is known of 
the life of the Nava ajone among themselyes, 
and this in spite of the fact that they are 
probably the richest Indians in the country,
